But the delay occasioned by 
various causes will delay the 
matter a tew weeke yet ; and thie 
will enable those who are work- 
ing to save the College to the 
church, to gather their strength 
from all sources. Already a num- 
ber of brethren have paid their 
donations and the funds that 
must be available are t, lowly ac- 
cumulating. 

Various reports are still aris- 
ing in the country which hinders 
some from doing what tbey oth- 
erwise would do, and others sur- 
mise that the German Baptists 
who are caught in the meshes of 
the debt with a number of our 
brethren, will get soma advant- 
age if money is paid in. 

But let it now and forever be 
known that we now have nothing 
to do with those brethren in tht Col- 
lege business affairs. 

Why ? you will ask. We ana. 
wer — In the agreement with 
those brethren, it waa understood 
that one of our brethren should 
petition for a receiver, that the 
property could be pat through a 
form of sale by the Court, so 
that the question about the valid- 
ity of the title would forever be 
settled.

Augustine and the Humble Or- 
dinance. 
Augustine was a remarkakle 
Christian. His mother was a de- 
vout Christian woman, and in- 
structed her ton in the faith. 
He, however, spent a career in 
immortality. He was remarka- 
ble because he inherited a re- 
markable mind and wonderful 
talent He was born in 864 A. 
I)., and in 891 be was ordained 
an elder, after he had taught 
grammar and rhetoric in Tagaeta, 
Carthage And Home, and rhetor- 
ic and philosophy at Milan. He 
waa one of the most eloquent, 
profound and sensible theolo- 
gians of his day, and hie writings 
are very extensive. We now 
have in our library about four 
thousand double-column pages of 
his writings. We were anxious 
to examine his literature to see 
what he had to eay about the or. 
dinance of foot-washing, and 
here it is : 

"We have learned brethren, humility 
from the Highest ; let us, as bumble, 
do to one another what He, the High- 
eat, did In His humility. Greet Is the 
commendatien we have here of humil- 
ity : aud brethren do this (wash feet) 
te one another in turn, even in the vis- 
ible act itself, when they treat one an- 
other with hospitality; for the practice 
of mi .ih humility ia generally prevalent, 
and finds expression In the very deed 
that makes it diecernable. And hence 
the apostle, when ha wo'ild commend 
the well-deserving widow, aaya, "If she 
ia hospitable, if she haa washed the 
saint's feet." And wherever such is 
not the practice among the saints, 
what they do not with tbe hand they 
do In the heart, If they are of tbe num- 
ber of those who are addressed in the 
hymn of the three blessed men, "O ye 
holy and humble of heart, bless ye the 
Lord." But it ia far better and beyond 
all dispute more accordant with the 
truth that it should also be done with 
tbe hands, aor should a Christian think 
it beneath him to do what waa done by 
Christ, for when the body is bent at a 
brother's feet the feeling of such humil- 
ity is either awakened In the heart 
itself, or Is strengthened If already 
present".— Tractate 58 ; Christian Lit- 
erature edition, N. Y. 

3t: Augustine was converted under 
the preaching of Ambrose, who prac- 
tieed washing feet aa a church ordin- 
ance, and the practice continues In tbe 
Christian church at Milan to this day. 
It Is a faithful witness. In that church 
Augustine was converted and preach- 
ed, and now we have in one of his ser- 
mons the statement tbatthe "Christian 
should not think it beneath him to do 
what was done by Christ. It la evident 
from the character of hia language that 
a part of the church at that time practic- 
ed wash leg feet in so cue manner as a re- 
ligious duty, and be emphatically as- 
serts that It ia beat and more accordant 
with tbe truth to wash feet with tbe 
bands than to feel such humility in 
the heart. His reference to tbe hymn 
of the three blessed men, is a mild 
manner of saying that those who are 
above the practice of washing feet, 
are none of Christ's. 

His language ia a strong plea 
for the keeping of the observ- 
ance, and is another valuable 
testimony in support of tbe doc- 
trine believed and taught and 
demonstrated by practice in the 
Brethren Church. We have re- 
peatedly asserted that there is a 
strong chain of evidence to sup- 
port our practice in the writings 
of the Fathers) and documents of 
the Primitive church, if they 
were known and gathered to- 
gether. 


had but one sermon to preach t 
His text was repentance and a 
preparation of the way of the 
Lord, This waa done to give the 
kingdom of heaven or Christ a 
proper reception. 

A preparation of the way of 
the Lord is atill a work that is 
necessary. The style of effective 
repentance ia tbe same now aa 
when the desert-trained voice 
of John the Baptist shook the 
sandhills of the wilderness of 
Juda, and sank conviction deep 
into the sinful hearts of tbe 
surging multitudes who gathered 
about his rudely constructed 
pulpit. 

What does preparing the way 
of the Lord mean ? It means 
that the heart of man should be 
cleansed. The heart of man, 
while the evil spirit abides in it, 
is like the tenement house and 
the abode of the depraved and 
drunkard. Filth, filth, filth 
greets an obseivaet eye on every 
turn. There must be a cleaning 
before cultured lives 
the dwelling. So is the heart of 
man. When it is the dwelling 
place of unclean spirits it is 
filthy, filthy, filthy. 

Repentance is the soap and 
scrubbing broom of almighty 
God to clean out the pollution of 
the heart. Man must apply it. 
Man is a eelf-actjing maohine and 
he must apply the cleansing in- 
struments. 

Prepare ye the way of the 
Lord, Christ cannot come into 
the heart unless the way is pre- 
pared. The good spirit enters 
into no alliance with corruption 
and uncleanneas. Neither can 
he enter the heart before it is 
made clean. Thisis the prepara- 
tion the orator of the wilderness 
urged upon hia hearers. This is 
the preparation that must be 
made now. Where there ia no 
repentance there can be no reli- 
gion, no hope of glory and tast- 
ing of the powers of an endless 
lite. 

Thousands who go along with 
the company of saints are like 
the tares which grow with the 
wheat. They never have been 
converted. They never have 
made straight paths for the Lord, 
and be has never found tie way 
into their hearts, and they remain 
unsaved and continue in the beg- 
garly elements of the world 
They bear no fruit unto right. 
eousness. 


Saturday afternoon and evening is the 
time when tbe people will be moat like- 
ly to gather In, and If they were other- 
wise entertained it would most likely 
be more satisfactory to them. 

"Broad is the way that leadeth to 
destruction,*' |a a truth delivered by 
Christ. How completely this Is realized 
by observation In practical life. There 
seems to be no end to the methods by 
which sin Is committed. Every good 
thing that baa been introduced into 
the world is abused in seme way, and 
sin made out of It. In the broad way 
people of every caste are to be found. 
One who feels himself above others is 
going the same way, and tbe same ter- 
rible end awaits htm. Life In this way 
is like sailing over the ocean in one of 
the large modern vessels. There are 
the styllHh people who ride In finely 
furniahed apartments, while below 
them tbe poor and dirty stay, and all 
are going to the same port. It is good 
to be cbeioy, but there Is but little gain 
unless the narrow way la chosen. 

The children are pressing on grandly 
and we expect that they will yet raise 
9100 for tbe College. 

Every individual harmoniously or- 
ganized mentally has more or less am- 
bition to satisfy. But tbe great throng 
are fearful when there is an opportun- 
can bear ity for doing a creditable deed far a 
good and (treat cause. When an Indi- 
vidual dees oome out and face tbe 
danger and wins, then the throng will 
follow after and held men get all the 
honor while their own deeds are tost in 
obscurity, even though the way may 
be meritorious.
